guest's room, a temple, or a garden, but 
other scenes can hardly be satisfactory

scene painters, they all draw out of the 
peisnoctlvo; it Is tlio old style, and natu-

WERE FIRST DISCOVERED. 


». Ocimun Legend Attributes It to 


Hundred TlionsiimV^EvIl SpliIH—Dom 
Perlgnon, Cellarer of the Benedlctlii 
MonlM—Fiom Vineyard to Wine Cask 
There Is a whimsical German legend 


Bays a correspondent writing to an ex 
change from Reims, Franco, that charn 
pagne was Invented by 100,000 evil spirits 
who In the absence of their master on prl 
vate business want off on a wild fiollo On 
his return they weio so alarmed that the1, 
flee! into the cellar of a baron and enteiec 
bio wine bottles Their master Inaiagi 
corked them up, and In the future the 
•wine sparkled with fiendish brilliancy 
m<re commoupace and doubtless more 
accurate account was imbibed in l*-s na- 
tive home along with Itself—a demonstra- 
tion, In fact, that the stoi y was ti uo, for 
here mote than five-sixths of the cham- 
pagne consumed In all paits of the woild 
le pioduced 


Champagne and its virtuesTveie discov- 


ered by Dom Parlgnon in 1688 Ho was 
cellarer to the monks of St Benedict, who 
cultivate the vineyards around the Abbey 
of Hautevlllers, near Epernay, In the Val- 
ley of the Marue 
He had a palate and 


the genius necessary to supply Its needs 
By a lofty flight of Imagination he con- 
ceived the Idea of marrying the vintages 
that one year's product and one kind ol 
1 
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one-loot high partitions between the 
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boxes which, in Japan takes the place of ' 
oichostia chairs 
The orchestra furn- 


ishes music by means of gultais, flutes, 
and di urns, and is placed over tho stage 
The performer on the guitar generally 
rises and explains a good deal of what is 
going OB upoa the Htage.

Again, the fruit is examined and all 
bruised or bad borues and pieces of stalk 
are removed one by one, as one rotten 
grape would spoil the whole contents of 
press. Tue press is like that used in the 
New England States for making cider, 
with a flywheel for applying piessure. 
The grapes aie first spiead on the floor 
and are trodden by two men with bare 
feet 
Each pi ess contains about 8,000 


pounds, and by thefiist piocess yields 
about 220 gallons. Mechanical pressure is 
then applied and as much moie is ob- 
tained, making a total of 440 gallons, 
which flows into reservoirs 


From these it is pumped through pipes 


lined with gutta percha to vats 
After 


standing ten hours a froth comes to the 
surface and then the liquor is drawn off 
into new casks. Pressuie is applied for 
the third time, but the product is kept 
for home consumption only 
The casks 


are then left untouched till the following 
yeai, when they are takea either to 
Eeims, Epernay, Ay, Avize or Plerry, 
where the ownere of the various brands 
have their manufactories. Heie the wine 
Is drawn into new casks, which are kept 
tightly bunged till ready for mixing, ac-

Tlio New York I'resbytery .Dismisses 


the Charges. 


NKW YOFK, Nov. 5.—The trial for 


heresy of Pi otcssor Charles A. Briggs, 
•who holds t he Edward Robinson chair 
of Biblical theology in the Union Theo- 
logical nemiiiary. began before the New 
York presb) tery in the Scotch Presty7- 
terian church, West Fourteenth street. 
When the p-esbytery adjourned on Oct. 
6 the pxirsuere of Dr. Briggs had gained 
the clay after n long struggle, aud it was 
decided to p 'osecute him. 
The resolution to adopt the report of 


the prosecuting committee was carried 
by a viva voce vote, as it was felt by all 
that matters had gone too tar to avoid a 
trial. 
The members of the pros-renting com- 


mittee wen Dr. G-. W. F. Birch. Dr. J. 
J. Lamps, IT. li. F. Sample, Col. John 
F. Mi-Cook and Professor J. J. Steven- 
son. 


The presb .-tery met in the body of the 


chnrch, Tlie moderator, Dr. John C. 
Bliss, opened the proceedings. 


Dr. Briggi sat in the front pew to the 


left of the moderator. 
He was sxir- 


romided by his friends, most of them of- 
ficers of the Union seminary. Dr, Briggs 
was pule and nervous. 


Dr. Brigg < took up a position in front 


of the asaimWed presby tery and read 
his answer to the charges. He began 
by filing obj ections to the sufficiency of 
the charges in form and in legal effect. 


He li -st objected to the report of the 


committee c n the ground that it con- 
tained charges of errors in his inatigural 
address, which they did not propose for 
trial. 


When Dr. Briggs had finished his ad- 


dress tho audience loudly applauded, and 
it was somt minutes before quiet was 
restored by tbe moderator. 


There wa-. a lengthy discussion on the 


authority oJ the committee. 
The mod- 


erator decided that it was a legal body, 
and on an appeal he was sustained by a 
vote of 64 to 57. 


Dr. Van Dyke moved that the presby- 


tery dismiss the case against Dr. Briggs, 
in view of 1 iis answer, and discharge the 
committee of prosecution with thanks 
for their diligence. 
A motion to lay 


Dr. Van Dj ke's motion on the table was 
lost. Votiiig on hie motion was then de- 
ferred until the final session of the day. 


At the afternoon session a great deal of 


debate ensued on Dr. Van Dyke's resolu- 
tion. Rev. David G. Wiley offered an 
amendment, which was accepted by Dr. 
Van Dyke, setting forth that while the 
presbytery did not approve of Dr. Briggs' 
views, yet it dismissed the case for the 
sake of pi ace in the church. After a 
further dis< ussion Dr. Van Dyke's reso- 
lution was adopted as amended by a 
vote of 94 to 30. Dr. Briggs was con- 
gratulated on all sides when the vote waa 
announced. 


The Hev. Dr, Birch, chairman of the 


prosecuting committee, was sorely dm- 
appointed at the result and gave notice 
of an appeal to the synod. 
The presbytery adjourned vmtil next 


Monday.

Deep Son Sponges. 


"Some of the mof,t boautlful things that 


live In, the ocean are tho sponges of the 
great depth, which have often very curi- 
ous and interesting forms," said a natur- 
alist to a reporter. " Not least remarkable 
are the so-called - soa nosts,' which are in 
the form of spheres or sometimes egg- 
shaped. 
" The outer work of one of those speci- 


mens Is a complicated network, over 
which a delicate membrane is spread. An 
ornamental frill adorns the upper part, 
while the lower portion throws out a maze 
of glossy filaments like fine white hairs. 


"These hairs penetrate the semi-fluid 


mud in every direction, thus holdiiig the 
sponge in its place, while a continuous 
current of water is drawn by waving 
'cilia' through all parts of the mass, pass- 
ing out by a hole at the top. In this man- 
ner the animal absorbs whatever food 
may be afloat. 


"Another singular sponge is the 'glass 


rope,' which sends down into tbe mud a 
coiled wisp of filaments as tbick as a 
knitting needle. Tho latter opens out 
into a brush, fixing the creature in place 
after the manner of a screw pile. 
" Still another remarkable sponge is 


found In the deep water off tho Loffoden 
Islands. It spreads out Into a thin circular 
cake, surrounded by what looks like a 
frnige of white floss silk. 


" Yet another curiosity Is the ' oupec- 


tolla" sponge of the Philippines, which 
lives embedded to its lid in the mud and 
supported by a lovely trill."—Washington 
Star.

election has no direct effect on the 
maintenance of his bill as a law. 
The 


bill cannot be repealed until both 
branches of Congress and the President 
are Democratic, a contingency that 
can by no possibility take place before 
1896 or 1897. Even if a Democrat 
should be elected President next year, 
which is quite improbable, the Senate 
is so strongly Republican that its com- 
plexion cannot be changed with all 
elections favorable to Democrats for 
five years.

stiength of that assumption suit was 
bi ought by Jay Cooko & Co against 
the Government. The cause was lost by 
tbe plaintiffs, however Smith was un- 
doubtedly tho most remaikable forger 
that overlived. For twenty years, while 
loading a life of the utmost apparent re- 
spectability he pioduced counterfeit after 
counterfeit of the most marvelous oharao- 
tei.bothof notes and bonds fiom$50to 
$1 000 Probably not less than $1,000 000 ol 
imitation money of his manufacture found 
its way Into ciioulatlon 
If, was only 


through the discoveiy of his association 
with the notorious plate printer, Biook- 
way himself a mar\elous expert In his 
line, that Smith was arrested in 1881 at 
No 42 Hoiklmer stieet Broodyn 
Thus 


was broken up one of the most dar*gorous 
combinations against the National ftn- 
ancea that has ever exl&ted 
Smith and 


Kiockwaydid all they could to give evi- 
dence against one another each for the 
sake of secuiiug his own immunity from 
punishment, after the manner of counter- 
feited who invariably when they are 
caught tuin traitois to their comradeb —

Tap. 


Asystem of supplyingartiftcia1 refrigera- 


tion to families and business concerns by 
means of m iins laid in the streets, has 
boen in successful opeiation for about two 
years The principle of the system is the 
familiar use of liquefied ammonia gas, 
which forms the basis of nearly all the 
refrigerating processes now In use. 


Three pipes are laid In the streets—one 


for conveying the freezing liquid under 
pressuie fiom the central station, the 
second for the return of the expanded 
ammonia in gaseous form, and the third 
for tho removal of any accumulations ol 
gas fiom tho main 01 branch linos. The 
serUce embiaces over two miles of pipe 
In houses where the system is used a 


coil of pipe is placed in the refiigerator, 
one end being connected with lea liquid 
ammonia line and the other with the re- 
tuin gas line 
When a small portion of 


the liquid is illowed to run into the coil, 
the ammonia at onoo expands Into gas, 
producing an immense cold in the Imme- 
diate vicinity, say about twenty-dye de- 
giees below zero, Fahrenheit — Denver
